across-the-board salary increase 
for State and County employees. 
Based on FY 77 salary requests 
of more than $9-million, an 8 per 
cent raise would cost County tax- 
payers almost $750,000., in- 
creasing the County tax hike 
from 37 to 45 per cent. 

Also, requests in the bill for the 
Salem and Lawrence Jails and 
Houses of Correction are far 
below the amounts needed, ac- 
cording to the Advisory Board. 
This is based on actual expenses 
for these facilities in the last 
Fiscal Year.

It is 33 feet long, 38 
inches wide and 30 inches deep, 
and weighs about 175 pounds, 
Constructed of white cedar, ribb- 
ed, copper riveted and with brass 
strapping, it is run by nine 
paddlers, one behind the other. 
The 1976 race is also sanctioned 
by the American Canoe Associa- 
tion. A trophy will go to the 
fastest boat on the river in the 
open class, which includes all 
types of boats. The war canoe 
category is for all open canoes 
with three or more paddlers. The 
racing class includes long, short, 
mixed, family and single 
categories, while the conven-

Sanborn Elementary School ac- 
companied by Mrs. M. McCarron 
were among the school groups to 
visit the Merrimack Valley Tex- 
tile Museum, North Andover, 
during the past school year. 

The Merrimack Valley Textile 
Museum houses the world’s 
largest collection of historic 
American textile materials. In 
addition to the museum’s perma- 
nent exhibit, ‘1776-1876’, it 
houses artifacts, textiles, prints, 
manuscripts, books, and 
periodicals on cloth making. 

Two galleries reconstruct the 
manufacture of woolen cloth in 
New England from raw fleece to 
finished fabric, Gallery One re- 
creates the typical life style of 
Early American Colonists in 
their attempts to produce 
homespun cloth. Gallery Two, 
with its more modern exhibits, is 
an authentic representation of 
the transition from crude hand 
tools, spinning wheels, and 
handlooms to iron machines of 
the Industrial Revolution and 
factory-made cloth,

tunity to view original artifacts 
and were encouraged to par- 
ticipate in the tour by sorting, 
picking, carding, spinning, and 
weaving wool. Gallery tours have

Supreme Judicial Court up- 
holding the use of the state gas- 
oline tax for funding such a pro- 
ject.” 

The $663,000 project has been 
mapped by County Planner 
Thomas J. O’Leary, Jr. It had 
been held up over a question of 
the constitutionality of using 
money from the state gasoline 
tax to fund commuter bikeway 
projects. The state’s highest 
tribunal has now ruled that such 
use is legal. 


State Senator William M. 
Bulger of Boston, sponsored the 
bikeway bill and sought the ad- 
visory opinion. 

The 16-page opinion said that 
building bikeways and bicycle 
parking facilities with gasoline 
tax funds is constitutional 
‘because the effect will be not 
only to increase the use of mass 
transportation facilities, but also 
to reduce the further congestion 
of motor vehicle traffic on our 
highways by facilitating the use 
of an alternative mode of 
travel.” 

Another version of the 
bikeways bill died in the House 
Ways and Means committee last 
year. 

Of an available $6,000,000 in 
federal funds the county planner 
seeks $663,000 for Essex County 
to set up specially marked routes 
along major highways and on 
roads and lanes throughout the 
county. If approved, the 
bikeways will be completed in 30 
months. O’Leary has worked on 
the project with the Metropolitan 
Area Planning Council, the 
Merrimack Valley Planning 
Commission, and the State 
Department of Public Works.

Celsius, will ‘‘help people

library and a roomful of audio 
equipment as examples of 
areas where the water has not 
yet intruded, but where costly 
losses would be felt if it did. 

He concluded that the town 
had acted in good faith by 
accepting a reputable 
architect's plan, and that only 
recently had total deterioration 
begun to take place. He said 
there was no sound basis for 
claiming neglect of duty on the 
part of any town officials. 

“The die was cast when the 
two-play roof was put on,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Then it was only a 
matter of time.” 

Logan Donald, a local consul- 
tant hired by the school com- 
mittee to inspect the roof, draw 
up specifications and give ad- 
vice on possible legal recourse, 
followed with more slides show- 
ing actual cracks and ridges on 
the roof, in some cases with the 
insulation peering out.

Improved water mains that 
would update the town’s fire 
protection capability were 
given an almost unanimous nod 
by voters at Special Town 
meeting Monday night. 

They provided $10,000 for the 
purchase of easements, and 
gave officials the go-ahead to 
apply for 100 percent federal 
funding for $1.7 million in pro- 
jects themselves. 

Assistant Town Manager 
Sheldon Cohen emphasized that 
application will be made only 
for improvements in the ex- 
isting water distribution 
system, and that the construc- 
tion would not provide new ser- 
vice to areas of town which are 
not now served. It would not, he 
explained, stimulate new 
growth and development in out- 
lying sections of Andover. 

The second project approved 
under Monday’s article would 
provide new lights in Central 
Park. They would, Cohen said, 
help make the area safe and 
quiet, and ‘‘maintain and im- 
prove the aesthetic quality” of 
the park across the street from 
Kast Jr. High that has become 
a hang-out for youths over re- 
cent months. 

Cohen explained to the 
nearly-full house that the water 
main improvements are in 
keeping with the town’s master 
plan, which was most recently 
updated in 1972. 

Last October’s Town Meeting 
allocated $168,700 for engineer- 
ing services to provide plans 
and speculations for a new Holt 
Hill storage reservoir plus new 
mains. The studies have been 
completed on the $1.7 million 
worth of projects included in 
Monday night’s article, Cohen 
said, so if funds are made 
available, work can begin 
almost immediately. 

One of the prerequisites for 
funding, Cohen said, is that 
work could get underway within 
9) days of the appropriation. 
(The April Town Meeting ap- 
proved a $940,000 bonding arti- 
cle to go ahead with construc- 
tion of the three-million gallon 
Holt reservoir. ) 

Congress passed the Public 
Works Employment Act of 1976 
over President Ford’s veto 
recently, Cohen said, to help 
local and state economies and 
reduce unemployment in the 
construction industry, thus 
stimulating the national 
economy 

Congress has yet to actually 
allocate the funds, however, so 
stands a good chance of 
recovering costs for roofs over 
both the academic section and 
the gymnasium. 

Both the Finance Committee 
and the Selectmen gave their 
approval to the article and it 
passed ‘‘overwhelmingly,”’ in 
the words of the moderator. 
Dalton then moved right on to 
Article 2, a $10,000 appropria- 
tion for a public works project, 
and adjourned the special ses- 
sion in a record 35 minutes.

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County government, under constant criticism in re- 
cent years, continues to be a burden on the taxpayers of 
the Commonwealth. 

This past week, the state legislature granted approval 
to a $17.1 million budget for Essex County, more than 
the county commissioners requested and only a fair 
representation of what the ultimate cost will be to the 
participating cities and towns. ) 

State Rep. Gerald Cohen of Andover made a valiant 
effort to postpone action and also had some commen- 
tary to make on the requests by the county commission. 

But, as has been the case, legislators like Mr. Cohen, 
who are conscientious and make an effort to represent 
their people effectively, were cut down and the budget 
approved. 

Cohen and other legislators had requested time to 
review budget requests. They had been given the county 
bill about one-half hour before it was to be voted upon. 

Efforts to have the matter postponed to allow time 
for legislative review were shot down and the ultimate 
vote for approval taken. Rep. Cohen was opposed. 

The Essex County Advisory Board, which has strong 
Andover representation on it, also had some strong 
comments on the budget, both prior to and after 
passage. 

Sheldon S. Cohen, assistant town manager who serves 
as secretary to the advisory board, reports that the 
budget will cost Essex County taxpayers about 37 per- 
cent more overall than the same appropriation a year 
ago. 

For Andover taxpayers, the anticipated county costs 
for fiscal 1977 will be $673,521, or about $3 of the total 
tax rate as figured on this ‘past year’s computations. 

The coming year’s increase of $182,069.46 represents 
about $1.35, based on the past fiscal year figures. 


The County Continues 
To Be A Burden 


Such expenses Andover taxpayers don’t need, in view 
of the local obligations already pressing their pockets 
and anticipated future needs which are difficult to plan 
for. ; 


It must be pointed out that the budget presented to the 
legislature for approval by the county commissioners 
did not contain three jobs which apparently were in- 
serted by the legislative committee on counties. 


The budget also does not contain provisions for salary 
increase for county employees, currently being 
negotiated. An eight per cent increase in this area 
would cost county taxpayers an additional $750,000. 


All of which points to the fact that the time is long 
past due to take some affirmative action to remove the 
stigma of county government, a cry which has been 
rampant in recent years. 

Studies have been performed, recommendations 
made to alter the county form, do away with it or 
whatever in recent years, with nothing positive ever 
coming forth. 

The Essex County Advisory board has been a positive 
force in that it has made recommendations and brought 
to light the irresponsibility of the county form, but the 
group is powerless to do anything more than oversee 
and advise. 

The time has definitely arrived for more action on the 
part of the citizens with regard to county government. 

There will be offices and items on the ballot this fall, 
which could be an initial step. 

But it will take more than just the elective process 
this year to remove from our annual expenses the 
problems of a government which duplicates effort, is 
filled with nepotism, and is too costly an operation in 
these times. 


Post Office Problem 
Not Really New 


Andover’s post office location problems apparently 
are not something of recent vintage. 

In view of the problems brought about this past year 
when the U.S. Postal Service attempted to locate a new 
facility in Andover and local residents and officials op- 
posed we find the following editorial from the 
TOWNSMAN of 50 years ago this week to be interesting. 


The question of the post office location for the next 
ten years has aroused a great deal of interest. 
Tomorrow is the last day that bids may be received and 
so far as the TOWNSMAN is aware, there are only two 
bids submitted: one for a renewal of the present lease 
and the second for remodelled quarters in the Musgrove 
building. | 


Ten years ago, the proposal to move the post office to 
its present quarters on Essex Street brought out serious 
objections. Since opinions expressed at that time will be 
of interest now, part of an editorial in the TOWNSMAN 
for July 30, 1915, and an editorial in the TOWNSMAN for 
December 3, 1915, are reprinted below. 


“It doesn’t appear that the public at large, directly in- 
terested in the post office, are to have very much to say 
about it. 

“Tt doesn’t appear that the petition signed by 99% of 
the Andover businessmen is to be very much of a factor 
in determining where this public service shall be 
located in Andover. 

“Tt does appear that the efforts that have been made 
by the patriotic businessmen, willing to sacrifice a good 


deal more in a financial way, to correct this situation 
are going to have their labor for their pains. 

“Of course, there is still hope that some one of the 
several propositions that have gone to the Government 
under the new call may be more inviting, because they 
do represent a demand of the citizens of the town, and 
there is no question but that if this matter can be 
brought before the proper officials at Washington the 
schemes that have been laid by the men who are back of 
the removal to Essex Street will be realized with dif- 
ficulty. 

“issex Street is not the proper place for the post of- 
fice for many reasons, but the one reason alone of the 
steep grade on the hill with the very serious difficulty in 
using the sidewalk and road around the Memorial Hall 
corner, and across the way on the Campion corner for 
the months of. the year in which ice and mud are a 
serious factor for all Andover streets, would be enough 
in itself upon which to insist that it isn’t a proper place 
for a service which is used by the great number of peo- 
ple that use the Andover post office. 

“The TOWNSMAN has no interest in any particular 
location. It believes it represents the sentiment of the 
people of the town when it demands that the post office 
shall be located somewhere in the business center. It is 
the only service rendered by the United States Govern- 
ment to the Andover businessmen and the general An- 
dover public. Ninety percent of the use made of the post 
office is made by people who are located in that section 
of the town on a level or above Andover Square.”’

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There is a distinct possibility, 
say intelligence analysts, that the 
mysterious “Legion fever” which 
swept through Pennsylvania re- 
cently may have been the result 
of an act of terrorism. 

The epidemic killed 27 people 
and hospitalized 128 others who 
attended an American Legion 
convention in Philadelphia late 
last month. 

Federal experts entered the 
case as soon as it was detected. 
The Pentagon, for example, 
quietly checked the employes 
and stocks at Fort Detrick, 
Maryland. This is where the 
secret laboratories are located 
that developed deadly germs for 
biological warfare. 

Biological weapons were out- 
lawed in 1969. But some virus 
and bacteria strains are still 
kept at Fort Detrick for im- 
munology studies. The Pentagon 
investigators discovered, with 
great relief, that all the deadly 
cultures were intact. 

There was concern that radi- 
cals might have stolen some dis- 
ease germs and infected the

Legion Fever: Act of Terrorism?

legionnaires. This possibility 
hasn’t been completely dis- 
missed. The American Legion 
supported the Vietnam war, the 
draft and military spending. 
This makes the Legion a tempt- 
ing target for a leftwing terrorist 
attack. 

Investigators have learned, for 
example, that most of the fever 
victims attended an American 
Legion parade in Philadelphia. 
It is conceivable, one source told 
us, that a toxic substance could 
have been hand-sprayed here 
and there along the parade 
route. 

But there is no hard evidence. 
Most organized terrorists want 
publicity for their outrages. And 
no one has stepped forward to 
claim responsibility for the out- 
break in Philadelphia. So the 
malady is still a mystery. 

As we previously reported, 
however, terrorists are trying to 
get their hands on nuclear weap- 
ons. This would give them the 
ultimate weapon to blackmail 
nations. We have reported, 
nevertheless, that our nuclear 


security is sloppy. 

Now we have obtained a 
classified government study con- 
firming this. The General Ac 
counting Office, in a confidential 
report, warns that our ability to 
keep track of nuclear materials 
is poor. Our physical security 
systems, the report adds, are 
weak. 

The report explains what this . 
could mean: “In addition to 
being suitable for the fabrication 
of bombs, plutonium is an ex- 
tremely toxic substance ... 

“Such materials could be used 
in an explosive device or as a 
radioactive poison by terrorists, 
criminals or agents of other 
countries.” 

Carter’s Coming: The Dem- 
ocratic Presidential candidate, 
Jimmy Carter, already is affect- 
ing legislation. Both congress- 
men and lobbyists are now bas- 
ing their strategy on the odds 
that Carter will be the next 
president. Therefore, some bills 
are being delayed, others with- 
held, in anticipation of a Carter 
administration. 

Maine’s Senator Edmund 
Muskie, for example, has in- 
troduced a zero-based budgeting 
bill. This would. require the 
review of all federal programs 
every five years. But Muskie is 
quietly holding the bill back until 
next year, in the hope that he can 
get stronger legislation if he 
waits until Carter is in the White 
House. 

The Senate Government 
Operations Committee has also 
been investigating how to 
streamline the federal regulato- 

ry agencies. But no legislation 
will be introduced until the new 
administration takes office next 
year. 

Environmentalists are also 
trying to hold up a bill that 
would allow private manufac- 
turers to produce nuclear fuel 
for the the first time. If they can 


delay it long enough, the en- 


vironmentalists believe Carter 
as president would veto it.

They twisted Secre- 
tary of State Henry Kissinger's 
arm to give him another job. 
Shelton even showed up at the 
State Department to examine 
pictures of ambassadorial resi- 
dences he would like to live in. 

First he was appointed 
amabassador to the Bahamas. 
But both the U.S. Senate and the 
Bahama government turned 
him down. Then he was nomi- 
nated Consul General to Ber- 
muda. Again the host govern- 
ment rejected him. Then he 
wangled an appointment to the 
romantic, old Moroccan city of 
Casablanca. Once more, he was 
denied the job. 

Now it looks as if he has found 
a safe haven. He has been 
assigned as “Diplomat-In-Rest- 
dence” at the Navy war college 
in Newport, Rhode Island. His 
duty will be to make occasional 
talks to military classes on the 
subject of foreign affairs. 

He will have no official resi- 
dence, no staff, no respon- 
sibilities. But at least Shelton will 

have a title.

Native Produce Prime For Freezing 


bananas, grapes, limes, can- 
taloupe and honeydew melons, 
peaches, Bartlett pears, plums, 
nectarines and watermelon. 


Lower prices for native 
produce and also beef are two 
golden opportunities for food 
shoppers during August, suggests 
the Massachusetts Department 
of Food and Agriculture. 

Green, wax and shell beans, 
also sweet corn, summer 
squashes, peppers, cabbage, 
cucumbers, eggplant, peppers 
and tomatoes are among the 
fresh vegetables Massachusetts 
growers are harvesting now. 
Early apple varieties, peaches 
and cantaloupes are also ripening 
for harvest. 

The seasonal abundance from 
local farms helps lower produce 
prices at this time of year and 
some shoppers are also taking 
advantage of farmers’ markets 
and ‘‘pick-your-own’’ farms 


offering further savings. Home - 


gardeners are harvesting their 
own crops. 

Home canning and freezing of 
reasonably priced native produce 
offer consumers another oppor- 
tunity. 

County Extension home 
economists report an increased 
request for information and 
demonstrations of home canning 
and freezing, and Hampshire 
County is inaugurating a ‘‘com- 
munity canning center’’ in 
Northampton this month. 

In beef, lower retail prices 
should continue through August, 
and wise shoppers will take ad- 
vantage of them and perhaps 
store up some beef in the freezer 
for future use. 

Beef cattle marketings 
currently are up some 18 per cent 
from a year ago, and while prices 
to consumers are lower because 
of the oversupply, prices paid to 
cattlemen are well below produc- 
tion costs. 

Because of severe losses this 
year, cattlemen are cutting back 
on the number of cattle placed on 
feed for later marketing. 

The high cost of feed is a major 
factor in the current prize 
squeeze. Cattle producers are li- 
quidating herds and slaughtering 
breeding animals, and while this 
adds to current beef supplies, it 
jeopardizes the long term beef 
production potential. 

With many cuts of beef and 
many fresh native vegetables at 
reasonable prices, those who 
shop wisely should realize some

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Boiler Fine Tuning 


Saved Oil For Raytheon 


Fine tuning of Raytheon Com- 
pany'’s 78 boilers saved 494,000 
gallons of oil last year. 

A comprehensive energy con- 
servation campaign to reduce 
heat losses and maintain lower 
temperature levels had already 
produced a 23 per cent reduction 
in the company’s use of oil when 
the conservation spotlight was 
focused on the boilers as the 
prime source of the heat. Testing 
of the boilers, reducing firing 
rates where possible, and ad- 
justing the air and fuel mixtures 
produced an additional 10 per 
cent fuel saving. 

Expanding on Raytheon’s fin- 
dings, Thola Theilhaber, energy 
conservation engineer for the 
diversified electronics company, 
said that a recent national study 
had found that 95 per cent of all 
relatively small, oil-fired heat 
sources are using more fuel than 
necessary to provide the desired 
level of heating.

maintenance specialists often 
rely on a visual examination of 
the burner’s flame to adjust the 
burner for peak performance,”’ 
Mr. Theilhaber observed, ‘‘but 
the visually adjusted burner fre- 
quently uses too much air and 
often its fuel rate is higher than 
required.” 

Raytheon achieved the savings 
by using three test instruments: 
a carbon dioxide sampler, a 
smoke tester, and a ther- 


mometer. These are now being 
used regularly to supplement 
visual techniques in tuning 
Raytheon’s boilers. 

In the perfectly proportioned 
flame all of the carbon in the fuel 
combines with oxygen to form 
carbon dioxide. Insufficient air 
causes smoke and coats the in- 
terior surfaces of the boiler in- 
sulating them so that the heat is 
not readily transferred to the 
water to be heated inside the 
boiler. Too little air can also 
cause the boiler to make carbon 
monoxide instead of harmless 
carbon dioxide. The other ex-

flame temperature. The extra air 
carries unused heat up the stack. 

“Over firing,’ or running with 
too large a flame, is another 
common maladjustment, he said. 
Once the maximum amount of 
heat is transferred from the com- 
bustion chamber to the water be- 


ing heated, the excess heat is 
carried up the stack and wasted. 
Conversely, too small a flame, 
one that permits stack 
temperatures to fall below 360 
degrees, encourages corrosion.

environmental problems which 
might complicate construc- 
tion.” 

Cohen said that the area 
could be developed even further 
with proper access. In Andover 
and Wilmington alone, he said, 
there are 450 developable acres 
of industrial land which could 
provide 12,000 jobs down the 
pike. That doesn’t even count 
Tewksbury, which cuts across 
I-93 as well. 

At the present time, he said, 
there are 1300 to 1500 people 
employed in that section of An- 
dover, and that number could 
quadruple to 6,000 in the next 20 
years. 

Cohen indicated that town of- 
ficials still favor an I-93 in- 
terchange, probably crossing 
from Burtt Road to the Gillette 
facility. However, he said, the 
federal people also must look at 
other alternatives, including a 
‘‘no build’’ one. Other 
possibilities include improve- 
ment of the Route 125 in- 
terchange or an access road up 
from 125. 

He said long-range studies 
have shown that 45,000 trips a 
day are a possibility oln the 125 


interchange in the future, if a 
no-build decision is reached. 
There are fewer than half of 
that now, he guessed, around 
15,000 to 20,000. 

Studies by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works 
have also indicated that ex- 
isting roads and highway 
facilities would be severely in- 
adequate, 

Cohen said the Lowell Junc- 
tion problem is one of the top 


two in its class for the entire - 


Merrimack Valley Planning 
Commission, whose region ex- 
tends from here to New- 
buryport. 

One of the complicating fac- 
tors in the matter is the fact 
that three towns - - Andover, 
Wilmington and Tewksbury - - 
all cross over 93 and are includ- 
ed in the study, and that all 
three are in separate regional 
planning commissions. 

Andover officials have met 
with representatives of the 
other two towns in the past, as 
well as with residents who are 
already affected by the traffic 
generated out of the industrial 
area - - particularly residents 
on Clark and Dascomb Roads. 

One of the main problems, 
Cohen said, is that traffic com- 
ing from both east and west on 
1-495, as well as traffic coming 
south on I-93, all converge on 
the area from the Dascomb 
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Road exit, because it’s about 
three minutes faster than going 
on to Route 125. They follow 
Dascomb Road and Clark Road 
into Ballardvale, he said, then 
proceed up River Street to 
Lowell Junction Road. 

The present access road up 
from Route 125 is less residen- 
tial.
